Judge Panken and accept from him whatever he desired of this office. I fur- 
nished these instructions to SA Robert E. Gegenheimer, who went to Judge Panken* 1 
Chambers to pick up whatever material the Judge liad to offer. 



SA Gegenheimer reported that, upon his arrival at the Judge *s Chambers, 
the Judge said he ^esired the FBI to look over this matter, but he desired to re- 
tain the materia^ in his possession. On ray instructions, SA Gegenheimer told 
the Judge that we'rvere willing to accept whatever information he wished to give 
us but were under the impression he wished to turn over the material to us; how- 
ever, we would, of course, abide with his wishes in that he retain the material.

The New York City Department of Welfare brought a petition of neglect— 
in the Children»s Court, 137 East 22nd Street, New York City, charging neglect* 
of the children and seeking custody of the children. Philip Sokol, counsel Z -'Vr 1" 
of the Welfare Department, advised that the only purpose in going to the _ s.-c*r 

Children*s Court was to obtain custody of the children who at that time were — skc. 
secreted in the home of Abel and Anne Keeropol. Ordinarily, the Department of 
Welfare would have proceeded in the Surrogate's Court for the appointment of 
a guardian of the person and property of the children. However, inasjiiuch as 
the primary requirement was to obtain custody of the children, Sokol proceeded 
in the Children’s Court.

Following the iniUal hearing of his petition in the Children’s Court, 
temporary custody of the children was awarded to the Department of Welfare. 

On the following day 2/l9/5ii Sophie Rosenberg, maternal grandmother, 
together with Anne and Abel Keeropol, made an application for a writ of habeas 
corpus to Mr. Justice McNally, Supreme Court, New York State, seeking custody 
of the children. Judge McNally awarded custody of the children tenporarily to 
Sophie Rosenberg. He set March 9, 1951: es a date on which a final determination 
would be made on 4,he writ of habeas corpus. Mr. Sokol stated he has initiated 
proceedings in the Surrogate Court for appointment of a guardian of the property 
and the persons of the children and this application will be heard on 3/5/5L 
The effect of this legal maneuver is this. The Surrogate Court has primary 
responsibility in all decedent estate matters and adoption proceedings. The 
Surrogate Court will in all probability appoint a guardian. This guardian can 
(1) designate himself as guardian of the children and their property; (2) ho 
can designate another individual or organization as guardian of the children; 

(3) he could designate Sophie Rosenberg as guardian of the children. The appoint- 
ment by the Surrogate Court of a guardian will in all probability have a decided 
effect on Judge McNally’s decision on the writ of habeas corpus to be made on
